Firpo's case is very different from 
that of Battling Siki, the Senegalese

law wife in France. Department of 
Labor officials pointed out that if 
Siki is guilty of a crime it was 
committed after he had been ad- 
mitted to the United States and 
that the case, at this stage at least.

United States Produces One- 
Third World Output 
Manufactured Products Over 
Billion a Y ear 


Great Britain Largest Buyer, 
Then Comes China 


The “tobacco habit” of the for- 
eign world continues to grow, at 
least as relates to its demand for 
the product of the United States. 
‘The quantity of leaf tobacco ex- 
ported from the United States in 
the fiscal year just ended, says the 
Trade Record of the Nationa! City 
Bank of New York. is 645,000,000 
pounds, against 445,000,000 in the 
year preceding the war and 335,- 
000,000 in 1900, is greater than at 
any time save in the exceptional 
years, 19198 and 1920. 

World appreciation of the qual-| 
ity of American tobacco is also 
shown by the fact that the prices 
at which leaf tobacco was export- 
ed in the fiscal year 1924 averag 
80 cents per pound, against only 
12 cents per pound in the year 
preceding the war. And evidently 
the world tobacco users want 
American tobacco e of 
price, for they have sent us prac- 
tically %$200,000.000 for our raw 
and manufactured tobacco in the 
last year and 12.600,00. in the 
last twenty-five years. This nearly 
$200.000,000 worth of tobacco ex- 
ported in the fiscal year ending 
with June included $166,000,000 
worth of leaf tobacco and 122. 
000,000 of cigarettes, to say noth- 
ing of the smoking and chewing 
tobacco in various forms. and the 


“stems, trimmings and scrape” 
which amounted to 40,000,000 
pounds in the fiscal year 1924 


against less than 8,000,000 one 
year earlier. 


WHERE IT GOES 

Where does it go? To the whole 
world, but especially to Europe 
and Asia. To Great Britain alone 
the leaf of the fiscal year 
1924 are 85.000.000 in value,

The next largest buyer of our 
leef tobacco is China, which took

When Is Enough Automobiles? Problem Considered 
From Investment and Other Angles 


What constitutes automobile ab- 
sorption? No one really appears to 
know, and the point has been ad- 
vanced so many times during the 


past five years, and there are s0 
many different opinions That the 
solution is lost in a maze of ar- 
gumentative statistics while the fac- 
teries go right on turning out 
cars in record-breaking volume. 

Recently a well-known statisti- 
clan submitting his calculations on 
the saturation point for motor ve- 
hicles in the United States esti- 
mated this would come when there 
were something over 16,000,000 
care registered, or one car for each 
family. It would appear, however, 
that his premise is not sound, in 
view of the fact that Southern 
California some time ago was pro- 
vided with an automobile for each 
family, and is still going strong as 
a market for cars. 

Southern California with its 600. 
000 automobiles has 4 per cent of 
the automobiles in the United States 
and 3.3 per cent of all the automo- 
Diles in the world. It has 1.3 per 
cent of the population of the Unit- 
ed States and therefore it has ap- 
proximately three times as many 
automobiles as the per capita aver- 
age in the United States. Carrying 
this average throughout the world 
it has 3.3 per cent of the 18,000,- 
000 cars of the world which are 
scattered among 1,590,000,000 pop- 
ulation, or thirty-three times the 
per capita average of the world. 

The automobile has entered 80 
intimately into the lives of the peo- 
ple in this country that it must be 
classed as a utility or even a neces- 
sity. There ars more automobiles 
in the United States today than 
there are telephones. The produc- 
tion of automobiles during the past 
three years has paralleled the in- 
crease in home building and in 
bullding and loan investment. This 
fact, it appears, puts the automo- 
bile in the first class as an invest- 
ment proposition in the minds of 
the people generally. 

The average life of an automo- 
bile ts six years, so that each year 
there must be a large production 


for replacement alone. At the rate 
of production last year, should it 
happen that every car was junked 
at once in the United States, it 
would take nearly four years to 
reprodlice the vehicles in use to- 
day. As it is, with one-sixteenth of 
the vehicles in use gol out of 
commission annually, a production 
of 2,500,000 care is required for 
replacement on the present num- 
ber in use. 

The fear of some years ago that 
automobile investmeats would 
jeopardize savings accounts and 
ownership of homes does not seem 
justified since the savings bank de- 
posits, life insurance, and total 
bank deposits have been steadily

RAILROAD OWNERSHIP 

When Ute, fire and cagualty in- 
surance companies buy railroad se- 
curities, they buy them, not to sell, 
but to hold, and for many years 
the railroads looked first to the in- 
surance companies to provide them 
capital for their extension. 

It has become the fashfon of 
late years for public men to attack 
the rail Restrictive 


extent that the railroad executives 
have little to do with the manage- 
ment. 

There have been constant efforts 
to cut down rates and increase the 
expenses of running the railroads. 
These ajtacks are based on the 
idea that the owners of the rail- 
road securities are great capita)- 
ists. The critics assume that they 
are attacking Wall street, Wall 
street is not a place where secur- 
ities are held—it is a place where 
they are sold. 

It is the policy holder and the 
savings bank depositor who own 
the railroads and who are inter- 
ested in their success. When in- 
justice is done to the railroad com- 
panies, injustice is done to the pol. 
icy holder and the savings bank 
depositor. Such are the hardships 
imposed by legislative regulation 
of railroads that it is many years 


,| since there has been any extension. 


Insurance companies which used 


to invest in railroad bonds are now | 


limited practically to investment in 
equipment obligations. Legislative 
attacks upon railroads are made 
because they are thought to be 
popular and to be in harmony with 
public opinion and the prejudices 
of the public. Restrictive legis- 
lation and over- regulation of the 
railroads and the great public urtil- 
ities harms the policy boider and 
the savings bank depositor—not 
the so-called plutocrats of Wall 
street. 

The insurance companies “and 
savings banks have invested the 
money intrusted to their care by 
their millions of patrons and own 
something more than 40 per cent 
of all the railroad securities in the 
United States.

Total Harbor Exports Jump 
$4,557,202 in Year 


Bank Clearings Greater Than 
Preceding Month 


That business in Los Angeles 
during July showed a healthy in- 
crease is attested in the reports 
issued from five separate sources 
yesterday—Collector of Customs. 
postoffice, Collector of Internal 
Revenue, Los Angeles Clearing 
house and Marine Exchange of the 
Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

The most noteworthy increase 
in the exports from Los Angeles 
Harbor which, according to an esti- 
made by L. H. Schwaebe, Collec- 
tor of Customs, amounted to 
$4,657,202 more in July, 1924, than 
in July. 1923. Imports were shown 
to have fallen off to the extent of 
about $300,000. Shipments to Ha- 
wali during the last month amount- 
ed to $350,000. 

F. P. O’Brien, posmaster, 
ed an increase of 11.5 per 
in the postal receipts of the month. 
The increase in June, he sald, was 
8.83 per cent. The total receipts 
during July, 1924, amounted to 
$612.285.40, as compared with 
$549.134.99 in July, 1923, an in- 
crease of $63,150.41. 


TAXES INCREASE 
According to figures announced 
from the office of Rex B. Goodcell, 
Collector of Internal Revenue, the 
total tax collections during the last 
month amounted to $1,693,903, as 
compared with $1,569,564 during 
July, 1923. The amount of income 
tax collected in the two months 
— from $474,754 to $733.- 
Although comparing unfavorably 
with the same month of last year, 
bank clearings for July 


commercial turnover is gradually

CRYER URGES MORE WATER 


Mayor Asks Public Service Board to Consider Plan 
Submitted by Owens V alley Residents 


Recommendation that the Board of Public Service Commissioners 
adopt a more vigorous policy of increasing the city’s water supply was 
made by Mayor Cryer in a statement and in a letter to the board, which 
he said is based on his recent trip in the Owens River Valley. 


The Mayor's statement in full 
follcews: 

My recent trip to the Owens 
Valley was prompted by a desire 
to personally investigate the con- 
ditione as they actually exist at the 
source of our water supply. 

One of the most vital matters 
to the growth and prosperity of 
Los Angeles and Southern Califor- 
nia is a safe and sufficient water 
supply to care for our rapidly in- 
creasing population, and the con- 
sequent growth of industrial and 
commercial enterprises. 

In 1905 our City Engineers, in 
compiling data for a future water 
supply. predicted an increase in 
population from 260,000 in that 
your, to 390,000 or 400,000 in the 
year 1925. A 4 contained 
in the report of the engineers to 
the «ity Indicated that Los Angeles 
would have a half million people 
in the year 1936. It is a matter of 
history that Los Angeles already 
has a population of a million souls. 
It is reasonabie to presume that the 
rate of increase for the second mil- 
lien will be even greater than that 
of the first. Statistics show that 
for the fiscal year 1923-24 the mean 
daily consumption of city water 
was 187.774.000 gallons. For the 
fiscal year previous we used 163. 
176,000 gallons. This would in- 
dicate an increase of about 16 per 
cent in the amount of water con- 
sumed. 


CONSIDER PLAN 


These figures indicating our 
growth in population, and a cor- 


responding increase in water con- 


sumption. furnish sufficient evi- 
dence for the immediate consider- 
ation of constructive plans for the 
further development of the city’s 
water supply. 

At the present time we have un- 
der consideration the plan of op- 
taining additional water from the 
Colorado River. Without going in- 
to the question engineering 
problems, possible costs 


and delays, it is obvious that at 
least ten years must elapse before 
a single inch of Colorado River 
water can de delivered in the city 
of Los Angeles. 


The problem for immediate con- 
sideration is the increase of our 
present supply, and to provide an 
adequate supply by purchase and 
development for the period that 
must intervene between the pres- 
ent and the time when the Colo- 
rado River plan wil! have solved 
for all time our water problems. 

The principal 
present supply is 
River Valley. Inyo county. 
was the location wherein I made 
my investigation, and the facts 
there obtained constitute the base 
of my report and suggestion to the 
Public Service Commiasion.
